TESTING AGREEMENTS

“EMBARRASSING” FACTS 


Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, leader of the Con- 
servative Party of Canada, at New Westminster 
on Saturday night delivered a speech to the 
“converted” and tried to make out that all he 
had done while in office at Ottawa had been of 
the fullest benefit to the country and that he 
still considered himself the logical Moses on 
whom Canadians could depeng to lead them out 
of such economic troubles as may be encom- 
passing them. 

The ex-Prime Minister told his audience 
that a few facts were useful at times even if 
occasionally they were apt to be a little bit 
embarrassing. We agree with him. But he pro- 
ceeded to turn the tables on himself when he 
dealt with tariff history of the last seven years. 
This is the same Mr, Bennett, by the way, who, 
as soon as he was elected to office in 1930, de- 
clared to all and sundry that was going to 
blast Canada’s way into the markets of the 
world. The jacking up of the tariff was the im- 
plement of his choice. By its use, trade could be 
increased in the home market and such unem- 
ployment as existed at that time — there were 
less than 15,000 idle Canadian workers in the 
summer of 1930—he would end or “perish in the 
attempt.” 

On July 28 of that year the people of Canada 
gave Mr. Bennett his opportunity. The external 
trade of the country was worth $2,600,000,000 
and, as already noted, unemployment stood at 
about its normal condition. After two years of 
government under Mr. Bennett, the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1933, showed that the Domin- 
ion’s business with the outside world had drop- 
ped in value to less than $900,000,000—or back 
to the pre-war level—and that the workless 
army had increased by several hundreds of 
thousands. The annual reports of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics can be referred to by any 
one who suspects the veracity of these figures. 
—Victoria Times. 


ANOTHER “PLACE IN THE SUN” 


Italy's Mussolini comes out with a fire-eating 
endorsation of Germany's demand for a return 
of her colonies. 

The African possessions of Germany seem 
particularly to incite the solicitude of Il Duce. 
“Germany,” shouts the Italian leader, .““must be 
restored to her place in the African sun.” 

The world’s objection to the restoration of 
German colonies lies less in the fact of restora- 
tion itself than in the manner in which Hitler 
and his friends demand it. 

If the recreation of the German Empire were 
to be undertaken merely as a means of raising 
Germany's economic opportunities or as a means 
of building up her natignal self-respect, little 
fault could be found with it. 

But surely the noisy demagogery of Hitler 
can attend to the problem implied in the latter 
issue while the economic value of colonies is so 
questionable at the present time that the de- 
mand for the return of these territories as a 
means of economic relief cannot, assuredly, be 
taken seriously. 

Indeed, it would be difficult to find a case ir 
the whole world situation where colonies are 
today an economic advantage or even an asset 
of any kind. 

The United States is making every effort to 
rid herself of mandated territories or other lands 
whose status has a colonial aspect. 

It is well known that the colonies of Britain 
and France are heavy liabilities and that even 
the Netherlands derives less profit from her 
overseas possessions than their protection and 
development cost. 

The experiment of Japan in colonization has 
proved to be costly and fruitless—except from a 
military standpoint. 

And it is only frcm a military standpoint that 
Germany could expect to derive benefits from 
the restoration of her colonies. 

What interest, then, could the rest of the 
world possibly have in consenting to a realign- 
ment of possessions that would serve no other 
purpose than to increase military resources of a 
nation already committed to a belligerent 
policy? 

The terms of the demand do not allay our 
apprehension in this respect. 

“Germany must have a place in the African 
sun,” says Mussolini, 

We seem to recollect another solar aspirant 
whose yearnings for a spot in the heavens had 
to be satisfied with a place on a Dutch woodpile. 

There is too much of a flavor of aggression 
and junkerism and hysteria about all this propa- 
ganda for German colonies. 

It is an application which the world should 
treat with caution and reserve.—Vancouver Sun. 


LABOR DEADLOCK 

The peace negotiations between the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization and the 
American Federation of Labor have reached 
the anticipated deadlock, Both sides have offered 
terms that show that the fundamental division 
between them remains as wide as ever. Not only 
is there no sign that this broad gulf will be 
bridged, but there are many indications that the 
effort to bring the two sides together will re- 
sult only in increasing the differences between 
them. However, though the peace meeting has 
been suspended, a new effort to bring about a 
compromise will be made next week. 

The CLO. committee offered terms that 
would fully protect the principle of industrial 
unionism without requiring any sacrifices or 
concessions on the part of existing craft unions. 
Under the terms the A.F. of L. would agree to 
the organiza of the workers in the mass- 
production, marine, public utilities, service and 
basie fabricating industries, and would accept 
the C.LO. as at present constituted as an auto- 
nomous department within the Federation. 

The A.F. of L. spokesmen have now countered 
this proposal with terms that would concede 
practically nothing to the C.LO. Under their 
terms the eight original C.1L.O. unions would be 
taken back into the Federation on their previous 
Status; the other twenty-four unions that have 
entered or been forrned by the C.LO. would have 
their status defined by negotiations that would 
follow the acceptance of the peace terms, and 
the A.F. of L. would agree to promote industria! 
unionism wherever “conditions may warrant.” 
The AF. of L. counter-proposal specifically 
called for the dissolution of the C.LO, as such. 

It is not difficult to understand why these 
terms were rejected by the C.LO. committee. 
Their acceptance would have meant complete 
surrender, Once before the A.F. of L. promised 
to promote industria! unionism wherever “cone 
ditions may warrant.” That was the San Fran-

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Crisp bacon; well 
cooked waffle with small amount of butter and 
maple syrup. Lunch: Cheese sandwiches (on 
genuine whole-wheat bread); spinach; ripe 
olives. Dinner: Roast mutton; escalloped celery; 
combination salad; carrot and date pudding. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Baked eggs: 
whole-wheat muffins with peanut butter; stewed 
raisins. Lunch: Potato (baked); string beans; 
lettuce salad. Dinner: Celery soup; broiled lamb 
chops; stewed tomatoes; smal] lima beans; stuff- 
ed beet salad. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Spinach omelet; 
Melba toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Mushroom 
soup; combination salad of lettuce, tomatoes and 
cold cooked vegetables from day before. Dinner: 
Roast pork; rutabagas; string beans; salad of 
Grated raw carrots; stewed apples. 

FRIDAY — Breakfast: Whole-wheat mush 
with cream; stewed figs. Lunch: Baked egg- 
plant; small green peas; salad of raw spinach 
leaves. Dinner: Baked sea bass; artichoke hearts 
(canned); baked beets; salad of lettuce and en- 
dive; no dessert. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Broiled ham; cod- 
died egg; Melba toast; applesauce. Lunch: Fresh 
fruit, all desired of one kind.

*VEGETABLES EN CASSEROLE: 1 bunch 
of small carrots, 1 bunch of small turnips, 1 cup 
of green peas, 1 cup of chopped celery, small 
head of cauliflower broken into small pieces.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Martha L. inquires: “I have 
spells of dizziness, a coated tongue, and have 
bilious attacks. Is there anything I can do for 
relief?” 

ANSWER: It is unwise for me to attempt to 
diagnose your case by mail and I suggest that 
what you need is a good diagnosis, following a 
thorough examination.

BUSINESS IN CANADA 

With regard to economic conditions in Can- 
ada, there is as yet no evidence of a recession, 
though there has undoubtedly been a pause in 
the upward movement. Complete data for 
August and preliminary returns for September 
indicate that business was well maintained. In- 
deed, viewing the summer quarter as a whole, it 
appears safe to say that business was better 
than at any time since 1930. 

Employment has been steadily increasing and 
the relief rolls have been further reduced. Pro- 
duction of almost everything except wheat was 
substantially larger this summer than last and 
carloadings, again excluding wheat, have rec- 
orded appreciable gains. Exports have continued 
to rise, albeit at a slower rate, and the tourist 
trade has been considerably greater than a year 
ago. The value of imports has been increasing at 
an accelerating pace, partly through higher 
prices and partly in response to improving living 
standards and greater activity in the heavy in- 
dustries. 

With the exception of the Western drought 
areas, the picture is one of rising income spread- 
ing gradually throughout the economy. Farr 
income will be larger this season than last in 
every province, except Saskatchewan and 
Prince Edward Island and possibly New 
Brunswick. The value of forestry production and 
of mining output is in each case well above the 
levels of 1936. There has heen a marked expan- 
sion in the iron and steel industries, and the con- 
struction trades, though still far from pros- 
perous, have shown notable gains over last year.

Dredge Finally Taken in. 


Tow By Government 


Steamship 


HALIFAX, Nov. 5—The clusive 
dredge Foundation Scarboro was 
taken in tow last night by the gov- 
ernment steamship, Lady Laurier, 
the third vessel to attempt the task 
of bringing the clumsy craft into 
port, 

But the disagreement which pre- 
vented the Lady Laurier from 
passing lines aboard the stranded 
dredge earlier has not been settled. 
It yet may go before an admiralty 
court which will decide the salvage 
amount to be awarded the skipper 
of the motor-ship Florann, which 
first disputed the right of the gov- 
ernment vessel] to take the dredge 
in tow. 


BROKE LOOSE 


The dredge broke loose from the 
tug Banscot in a storm last Satur- 
day while being towed to Moutreal. 
The schooner Howard Donal, one 
of the vessels to receive the appeal 
to search for the dredge, came 
across the Foundation Scarboro and 
took off two of the four men 
aboard. The other two remained. 

Then came the Florann, said by 
reports to be laden with rum and 
unable to come within the three- 
mile limit because of her cargo. The 
Florann put a line aboard the 
dredge and began to plough 
through heavy seas to port. The 
police cutter, Macdonald, arrived 
on the scene with other vessels aid- 
ing in the search, and authorities 
said the cutter would see to it the 
Florann did not come within the 
three mile zone if she carried illicit 
rum. 

DREDGE PARTED 


Storms parted the dredge from 
her rescuers. Again she was left 
rolling in the sea. The Florann was 
still standing by however, when the 
government vessel Lady Laurier 
arrived and offered a hand. 

Officers of the Lady Laurier 
wanted to take the dredge in tow. 
Objections were made by the cap- 
tain of the Florann. He claimed two 
of his erew were on the dredge and 
thus salvage laws of the sea gave 
him first chance to try and get the 
craft to safety. He had hoped to 
seep the dredge in tow until re- 
lieved by the Lunenberg motorship, 
Ross Norman, en route to the scene. 


Legal representatives of the 
dredge owners got in touch with 
lawyers for the Florann owners, | 


and it wes decided the motorship 
would give up her prize to the Lady 
Laurier which placed two lines 
aboard the dredge last night.

Wipe liver with damp cloth and 
temove thin outside skin and 
veins.
